MILE EMPIRE

Fire-blackened Tripoli, the pride of Premier Mussolini’* 
vanquished African empire, fell to the assault of British shock 
> a, rn. today and vanguards of the triumphant 
British 8th Army lunged on in pursuit of Field Marshal Erwin 
Rommel's columns retreating into Tunisia, 
“Our forward troops entered Tripoli early this morning,” 
British headquarters announced. 
Races For Forts 
At least part of Rommel’s battered forces, estimated at. 
approximately 63,000 troops, had already fled across the Lib­ 
yan frontier and were reported in contact with Col.-Gen. 
Jurgen Von Arnim’s Axis Army behind the Mareth line, 65 
miles inside Tunisia. 
Military experts said it was expected that Rommel, despite 
the exhaustion of his troops, would attempt a new delaying 
action behind the French-built Mareth fortifications, a triple­ 
line system of concrete emplacements and pillboxes extending 
60 miles inland from Zarzis, on the Tunisian coast, to the 
Mat ma ta s mountains. 
Dispatches said British troops storming into Tripoli at 
dawn found the city, once the stronghold of Barbary pirates, 
in flames. Axis demolition squads were reported to have added 
to the havoc wrought by Allied bombs and shells. 
1300 Mile Sweep 
The fall of the Axis citadel climaxed a 1,300-mile sweep 
across the desert from El Alamein, Egypt, the farthest point 
I of Rommel’s offensive toward the Suez canal, and left the 
Axis bottled up in a 300-mile strip of territory along the 
African north coast. 
While Rommel was apparently making good his escape 
into Tunisia, leaving only rearguards to delay the onrushing 
British, Allied warplanes were reported blasting the. tattered 
Axis columns from east and west. 
“The full weight of our fighter-bombers’ efforts was di­ 
rected against enemy transport columns withdrawing west­ 
ward along the coastal road into Tunisia,” the British com­ 
mand said. 
“Great damage was inflicted on excellent targets. 
“Small .shipping attempting to leave the harbor of Zuara, 
60 miles west of Tripoli, was attacked by our fighter-bombers 
and vessels were damaged.” 
“ Ribbon Of Hell” 
Front-line accounts pictured the 100-mile coastal road as 
littered with the wreckage of bombed and machine-gunned 
trucks and other vehicles—a veritable “ribbon of hell.’’ 
Once the lair of pirates who waged a losing war with tie' 
U. S. Navy in the early 1880’s, built into a flourishing modern 
city of 100,000, Tripoli was the last symbol of Mussolini’s 
dream of a great new Roman empire in Africa. 
British headquarters said the 8th Army entered the city 
after smashing through outer defenses shattered by heavy 
artillery fire and aerial bombardment. 
War On Blains 
As the campaign now turned to the bleak coastal plains 
and mountains of Tunisia, Gen. Henri Honore Giraud reported 
that hard-pressed French troops in Tunisia, aided by Amer­ 
ican and British reinforcements, had blocked German tank-led 
thrusts in the hills southwest of Pont Du Fahs, which lies 
30 miles below Tunis, and that French and British troops had 
advanced several miles in the valley of Oued Kebir. 
The battle centered on control of ridges dominating the 
route of Rommel’s retreat northward along the Tunisian 
coastal road.
